Mr. Howe informs u s that all 
bu t five or six of those who took the ex 
animation at Paw Paw completed the 
work u pon that day. 
Upon being asked 
by one of those who had not finished, 
when an opportu nity wou ld lie given to 
take the balance of the work, he said to 
them that they might take it at any regu ­ 
lar examination and he then annou nced 
where he wou ld be the next fou r Satu r­ 
days. 
Mr. Howe says that before h aving 
Paw Paw, he saw the father of one of the 
you ng ladies who was examined, and as­ 
su red him that as soon as the work of the 
office was in su ch shape that it wou ld 
permit, lie wou ld come to Paw' Paw to 
vi<dt the school and wou ld then give those 
who had failed to complete their work 
an opportu nity to do so. 
We do not 
qu estion the right of the Times to criticise 
any pu blic officer bu t think it shou ld make 
an effort to ascertain the facts and be ju st 
in its criticisms. 
It will be seen that the 
su perintendent is severely censu red for 
honesty and fairly performing his plain 
du ty u nder the law; not only that bu t a 
very accommodating cou rteou s offer on 
the part of 1 he official is tu rned into a 
very despotic and dectu toriai demand. 
Instead of compelling the applicant for a 
certificate to complete the work then and 
there the officer gives the teacher his or 
her own time and place to revise and cor­ 
rect, as we u nderstand it. 
This, the edi­ 
tor of the Times mu st see, when he inves­ 
tigates the matter, is an u nfair criticism. 
Here is au officer who has endeavored, in 
all things, to do his du ty withou t fear or 
favor, whose motiv es are entirely mis­ 
construed and his suggestion for the good 
of the applicants unfairly garbled.

For several « lays past tho demon­ 
strations that were made on tho part of the 
strikers and tho fact that the freight houses 
and yards of the railroad oomjvaiuos were 
b eing 1 tiled with hired deputy sheriffs, con­ 


vin c e d the more cool headed that nothing 
short of a miracle would prevent a b loody 
riot. 
Tho hired deputies were stationed iu 
every railway yard, add wherever there 
were entrances b arricades were thrown up, 
b ehind which the deputies were posted, the 
purpose b eing to keep the strikers entirely 
out of the yards, and no one was permitted 
inside unless he had a pass. 
Sheriff Koprie^ 
,,uet had sent home his posse of 200 men and 
if they had b een hero they were not prop­ 
erly armed for the emergency. 
Mayor 
Joyce called on the sheriff iu the morning 
with a view of prevailing on him to summon 
enough men to watch every street in the 
city, and especially the streets on the island, 
so that teamst *rs who desired to go to work 
might bo ab le to do so without b eing inter­ 
fered with. 
The sheriff did not take kindly 
to the scheme. 
He said he was tired of the 
whole b usiness and did not intend to do any 
more than he was doing at present. 


b e g in n in g ok t h e trou b l e. 
Ab out 2:15 o’clock a crowd consisting of 
from 100 to 150 men, mostly strikers, were 
gathered a t the east end of tho b ridge, near 
the Louisville «fc Nashville railroad track. 
They were watching the operations of u 
Louisville <V Nashville switch engine, and 
a , it passed and repassod them, .jeered the 
engineer and cr w that was attending to 
tho switching opprob ious; oj ithets were ala*: 
applhd, b ut were not noticed b y tho switch- 
iu. crew. 
Thi* coutinuod for some time, 
the strikers seeming to b ec ome more and 
more exciud 
Watching this sc.no were 
five deputy sheriffs, two of whom were 
armed with Winchester rifles, and three 
with heavy navy revolvers. 
They were 
standing on the Louisville 
trestle, ab out twenty 
b r id ge. 
They nervously watched the action 
of the crowd and finally rushed forw ard 
They were joined b y 
ab out ten other 
deputies and losing entire control over tb em- 
srlve*, 
MRED PROMISCUOUSLY RIGHT AND LE1T. 
The cro wd bro ke and ran in all directio ns, 
uttering maledictio ns as they retreated, and 
the piercing cry o f a wo man was heard 
abo ve the din. 
No twithstanding that the 
'trikers were In full retreat, the deputies 
pursued them in the directio n o f the bridge, 
sho o ting while in pro greas. 
At least 15 0 to 
2 *> ¡-ho te were fired. 
Two men fell in their 
tracks o n the bridge, while o ne man was 
seen to to pple o ver into Caho kia creek. 
A CRY OF HORROR 
aro se fro m the witnesses o f this o utrage, and 
every o ne in the vicinity hastened to put 
a brick wall between themselves and the 
leaden messengers o f death. 
But this was no t eno ugh. Tho o utpo uring 
o f blo o d that had bro ught so rro w and mis­ 
ery into half a do 'en ho mes was no t yet 
co mpleted. 
After the brief but blo o dy 
» truggle o n the narro w trestle bridge o ver 
the Caho kia. the deputy sheriffs, apparently 
terrified a t tho deadly havo c they had co m­ 
mitted. turned westward and retreated pre­ 
cipitately to ward the bridge. 
They had 
almo st reached the East End bridge ho use 
when they were o vertaken by Mayo r J o yce, 
o fficer Do ud and T. A. Canty. 
Mayo r 
J o yce at o nce o rdered the men to return 
to the Lo uisville & Nashville yards. 
“ It’s 
no use in u* go ing,” said o no o f the depu- 
tllS, 
“ WE I.L BE LYNCHED ALIVE. 
“There is no danger of that,” Joyce an­ 
swered. 
“I want you men to return 
promise you adequate protection.” 
The deputies still refused, and finally the 
mayor said that he would b e compelled to 
arrest the leaders of the deputtea in view of 
what had occurred. 
After a short scuffle 
two of the deputies were arrested and the 
mayor and officers started off with them. 
WANTON MURDER AGAIN. 
They had go ne less than a hundred yards 
when the deputies, as if b y a b lind impulse, 
and with no apparent cause, except in the 
ho pe o f killing the mayo r and the o fficer, 
began tiring. 
There were seveial peo ple on 
the bridge co ming up at tho tinia 
Tbey 
were no t strikers, but pedestrians cro ssing 
o\ er. 
There waa but a single volley, but 
when the smo ke cleared away a man lay 
» tretched apparently Ufelese o n the walk. 
In an incredibly iho rt space o f time a cro wd 
gathered, the pro strate man was carried to 
the bridge ho use, when be was fo und to be 
no t dead, but dying. 
A bnllet had go ne 
thro ugh bis abdo men, and while he breathed 
life fled rapidly away. 
He was unable to 
speak, hat he was reco gnised as C. E. 
Tho mpso n, o f 4021 Califo rnia avenue, 8 t 
Lo uis. 
The deputies, hanging to gether, fo r 
pro tectio n, 
retreated acro ss the bridgo 
to ward 8 t Lo uis. 
DASTARDLY AND UNPROVOKED.

siupi depot to “hunt for deputy sheriffs.” 
when John W. Hayes^ the

b er of the general executive committee, 
Knights of loib or; M artin O'Neill, and 
Knight o f Lab or Brown arrived upon the 
scene.

Mr. Bro wn mo unted the stairs leading to 
tho ¡K)liee statio n and yelled at the mo b for 
a tentio n, but the infuriated men answo ied 
him with: "Hang the curs," “ kill them, and

Bro wn began an impassio ned appeal lo r 
quiet, law an« l o rder, and by the sheer fo rce 
of his to rriLle earnestness, rivited the atten- 
tio n of thj cro wd fo r a few minutes at a 
time, wheu they w-o uld break away fro m 
the spell o f his o lo pience and take up their 
revo lutio nary yells. 
A KNIGHT’S APPEAL FOR ORDER.

TORTURE OF FLOGGING. 


A FEATURE OF TH E OLD SYSTEM OP 
PENAL SERVITUDE IN SIBERIA. 


ltoa tln g Prisoner« W ith in sn Inch o f Life 
— Two 
Tliouann« ! 
Strokes 
W itho u t 
F lin ch in g—R u n n in g the G a u n tlet—llo w 


a W retch Is Som etim e« R eceived. 


One of th« moat frightful features of the 
61(1 sy stem of p enal servitude in Siltora 
say twenty -five y ears ago—was flogging. 
1 
Jon’fc think it is quite abolished even y et, 
though it is sup p osed to Ik*, but at that time 
running tho gauntlet, beating with stick 
and birch rods were of every -day or urs 
rence. 
Prisoners were not only beaten to 
enforce discip line, but as n p ert of th-ir 
p unishment, convicts l*« ing sentenced to so 
many y ears’ hard labor and to receive so 
many stroke-*—sometimei 4,000. 
No man, 
however, could receive 4,OM) strokes an 1 
live. 
When the victim had lwen beaten lit­ 
erally within an inch of his life ami th * 
surgeon (who stood by on these occasions) 
testified that the man could stand 110 more, 
he was released, taken to the hosp ital, and 
when strong enough received the balance 
of his sentence, 01* » 0 much of it as he < ould 
bear. 
Political p risoner« and men of gentle 
birth were ex emp t from corp oral p unish­ 
ment, tho victims being invariably m urder­ 
ers anti other malefactora 
As may bo sup p osed, convicts have a 
great horror of being flogged; they gener­ 
ally contrive to get half-drunk before under­ 
going the ordoai, and will do almost any ­ 
thing to obtain a few day » ’ grace. 
Dosto- 
jevsky mentions one p oor wretch who feared 
his p unishment so much that on tho eve of 
the fatal day ho swallowed a tumbler of 
brandy mix ed with snuff. 
Seized at once 
with violent vomiting and hemorrhage, the 
miserable man was taken to tho hosp ital, 
which he never left again, 
lie die 1 six 
months later of consump tion, 
liut not all 
p risonor* are p usillanimous. 
Home disp lay 
a Hp artan-like fortitude, and it is said that 
after several t» eatings a m an’s back gets 
hardened and ho suffers much less than 
thoso whose hides are more suscep tible to 
first imp ressions. 
I do not sup p ose, though, 
that use so far becomes a second nature that 
Siberian convicts find flogging enjoy able. 
TOOK 2,000 STROKES WITHOUT FLINCHING. 
Dostoievsky tells of one fellow, named 
Orioff, who took 2,000 strokes 
without 
flinching. But ho was an altogether p henom­ 
enal creature—a monster in human form. 
Perhap s under other circumstances he might 
have l» eeu a Nap oleon and fought battles 
for his own p leasure; as it was ho had been 
a brigand, and murdered old men and 
y oung children to gratify hia thirst for 
blood. 
Three sorts of corp oral p unishment were 
in vogue in Dostoievsky ’s time, as I have 
already mentioned, but whereas the p ains 
of the stick and the birch rod were inflicted 
as p art of tho culp rit’« sentouco, running the 
gauntlet was a p enalty for violation ol 
p rison discip line, ordered at the discretion 
and dep ending on the cap rice of the p rison 
director, who, whatever might l>e his rank, 
was Invariably known as tho major. Htrange 
to « ay , tho worst of these p unishments was 
the birching. A very strong man (Orioff was 
slightly built) could stand, on occasion, 
2,000 blows of tho stick, y et nobody could 
stand 
more than 
500 strokes with tho 
birch rod; not such a rod as w-ns wielded by 
our grandmothers, but a formidable weap on 
p lied by a convict chosen for his strength ol 
arm. 
The difference in the effects of tho 
rod and the » tick was nevertheless not so 
much owing to the way in which they were 
used as to the action of tthe former 011 the 
nervous centers. 
The bundle 
of twigs 
might not hurt so much at the time, but 
every twig that came in contact with the 
flesh inflicted a sep arate blow, thereby im­ 
p licating a £ ar greater number of nerves, 
it may be mentioned that the victims of 
both sorts of p unishment were flogged while 
ly ing on the ground. 
Running 
tho gauntlet, or tho “green 
lane,” as the convict* called it, was also a 
terrible p unishment. 
Two rows of soldiers, 
each of whom was armed with a stick, were 
formed, and the culp rit's hands Ix iing fast­ 
ened 
to two 
muskets, he was 
slowly 
dragged between the ranks, and every sol­ 
dier had to give a blow with all 
his 
strength on the wretch's bare back. 
A 
11 
officer stood by carefully watching, and 
woe betide the man who did not strike w ith 
sufficient vigor. 
He was himself made to 
march down the green lane. 


DECEIVING A Ml.SERAH1.E WRETCH. 
It was the custom for a convict, when the 
half-naked and trembling wretch was about 
to be dragged down tho green lane, to im­ 
plore the officer to have mercy on him—not 
to lot the soldiers beat him too severely; aud 
when a certain Lieut. J orebjatnikoff was in 
command he would pretend to listen favor­ 
ably to the petition and promise to be as 
tcpder os be could, consistently with his 
duty to the state! He would even go further 
and protest that, albeit he was sinning 
against the law, he would not be hard, if 
¿be culprit cm his honor would undertake to 


be hi» vol » oner «* >x* in© * uturc. 
“Most high-hom,’’ cries tho wretch, “I 
p romise with all my heart! 
1 swear before 
the Crokfcor—” 
, 
“Weil, well; I think I may tnrfc y on. 
You seem truly rep en tan t" 
“May the Almighty strike mo down dead, 
id may I be eternally --'’ 
Hush, hush; don’t swear. 
I only want 
y our p romise. 
Your word is quite enough, 
y ou do p romise, don’t y our” 
“I do, most high-born. 
Heaven bl« *ss 
y ou:'* tweep ing.) 
••Well. I for give y ou for the sake of y our 
tears and y our mother. 
You have one, 
have y ou not?” 
‘ No. 
1 have neither father nor mother. 
I am an orp han.” 
“I forgive y ou because y ou are an orp han 
then. 
Hut mind it is for the last time. 
If 
y ou offend again— Here, soldiers take him 
away .” 
Then follow*« a p ause, and the miserable 
man fully believes he has Ireen let off, but 
tho nex t moment the drum beats, the terri­ 
ble p rocession starts, and the officer burst­ 
ing into a loud laugh th at shows how thor­ 
oughly he enjoy s the sp ort, shouts: 
“Take 
him away ! Flog him! H it him again! Strike 
harder, harder, harder! 
Flog the orp han! 
Leather the scoundrel! Lay on, men, lay on! 
Give it to him hot! 
Faster, faster, faster!” 
The blows fall 011 the unfortunate thick as 
nail. He howls and shrieks for mercy , while 
the lieutenant runs down the line behind 
him, holding his sides and bent double with 
laughter. 
It is such fun, don’t y ou see, to 
take a fellow in like that. 
First of all, 
make him believe he is going to l» e let off, 
and then flog him within an inch of his 
life. 
These were the scenes amid which the 
future great Russian novelist was forced for 
four y ears to live. No wonder that he wrote 
with terrible realistic p ower and intense 
sy mp athy for tho suffering and the afflicted, 
and that his stories are tho mo.it thrilling 
of tragedies.—William Westall in San Fran­ 
cisco Chronicle.
